* Swetonizs has with Horror diſplay'd the Vices of 


ſome Heathen Emperors, that having ingroſs'd 
an abſolute power, were fearleſs of punith- 
ment, and ſhameleſs in comnntting abomina- 
ble Enormites; yet no Author has produc'd 
a Man thar ever equal'd, or came near the 
Crimes that this Lord is accus'd of. This Is 2 
Crime, to the Honour of our Nation be ir 
ſpoken, that is ſcarcely heard of in an Age, and 
Whenever it happens calls aloud for timely pu- 
niſhment, that the Infetion ſpread no farther, ner 
provoke Divine Vengeance to pour down the Vials 
of bis wrath upon the whole Kingdom.
